The  average  sopsonal  production  of  citrus  friiits  in  the  United  States  in- 
creased atout  350  percent  from  the  5-year  period,  1909-14  to  the  5-year  period 
1934-39,    Over  the  same  period,  the  average  seasonal  value  of  these  fruits  in- 
creacod  alDout  250  percent.    Though  most  of  the  production  of  citrus  fruits  has 
alv;ays  "been  sold  for  fresh  consujnption,  canning  and  other  processing  have  accounted 
for  an  important  part  of  the  crop  in  recent  years.     Quantities  processed  increased 
from  less  than  1  percent  of  the  crop  during  the  period  1909-10  to  1913-14  to  an 
average  of  about  16  percent  of  the  total  crop  during  the  five  seasons,  1934^35 
to  1938-39,    Most  of  this  increase  in  the  processing  of  citrus  fruits  has  occurred 
since  ahout  1930.  ■ 

The  tables  ixicluded  in  this  report  show  estimates  of  production,  disposition, 
and  value,  of  oranges,  grapefruit,  lemons,  and  limes,  by  States,  for  all  seasons 
of  the  period  1909-10  through  1938-39^  in  v;hich  quantities  were  significant  and  for 
v/hich  adequate  data  are  available.    All  estimates  relating  to  oranges  include  tan- 
gerines, except  where  other  varieties  are  specifically  designated.    Estimates  of 
production,  quantities  used  in  fai-m  households,  sables,,  and  value,  for  oranges  and 
grapefruit  in  Florida,  and  for  oranges,  grapefruit  and  lemons  in  California,  are 
shown  for  the  entire  period.    For  oranges  and  grapefruit  in  Texas  and  Arizona, 
oranges  in  Alabama,  Mississippi,  and  Lomsiana,  and  limes  in  Florida,  similar 
estimates  are  shown  for  the  seasons  1919-20  to  1938-39,  inclusive.    For  tangerines 
in  Florida,  which  in  all  instances  are  included  in  the  "all  orange"  estim.ates  for 
that  State,  separate  estimates  are  shown  for  the  seasons  1919-20  to  1938-39, 
inclusive.    Orange  and  grapefruit  production  prior  to  1919  in  States  other  than 
California  and  Florida  v;as  negligible  and,  except  for  these  two  States,  estimates 
are  not  available,    AD.though  limes  v/ere  produced  in  Florida  prior  to  1919,  records 
for  these  years  are  very  inadequate,  and  therefore  no  attempt  has  been  made  to 
prepare  estimates  for  seasons  prior  to  1919-20, 

Estimates  of  quantities  of  oranges  and  grapefruit  handled  by  commercial 
processing  plants  in  Florida,  Texas,  and  Arizona,  and  quantities  of  oranges,  grape- 
fruit, and  lemons  processed  com.raercially  in  California,  are  shown  for  all  seasons 
in  v;hich  this  method  of  disposition  was  significant, 

T]iu  values  shown  in  this  report  vilsit'!  to  crop  seasons  and  should  not  bo  ' 
confused  with  calendar-year  estimates  of  cash  income.

PRODUC^IOIT 


Estimates  of  x"'i'oi''-'-ction  shovm  in  this  report  are  the  official  estimates  of 
the  Crop  Reporting  Board  of  the  A^^ri cultural  Marketing  Service,  and  relate  to  pro- 
duction on  a  seasonal  "basis.     In  manv  instajices,  estimates  as  previously  published 
have  "been  revised  —  the  revised  estimates  being  published  herein  for  the  first 
time.     The  series  on  ora-nge  and  grapefruit  production  in  Florida  for  the  seasons 
190S-10  tiirough  1918-19,  and  on  tangerine  production  in  that  State  for  the  period 
1919-20  to  1932-33,  inclusive,  as  shov;n  in  this  release,  represent  the  first  pub- 
lished official  series  on  total  production  for  these  crops  in  Florida  for  these 
periods. 

In  ,a3.1  States  except  Alabama  and  Mississippi,  the  harvesting  and  marketing 
seasons  for  citrus  crops  esitend  over  parts  of  two  calendar  years.    Thus,  harvest  of 
the  1938-39  crop,  which  v;as  produced  from  the  bloom  of  the  spring  of  1938,  started 
in  the  fall  of  1938  and  extended  through  December  1939.     The  usual  liarvesting  and 
marketing  seasons,  by  Sto.tes,  are  as  follo\7sJ    Oranges  -  Texas,  October  1  to  April 
30;  Florida,  September  1  to  July  51;  California  ITavols,  October  1  to  August  31; 
California  Valoncias,  March  1  to  December  31;  Arizona,  October  1  to  June  50; 
Louisicjia,  Septem.bor  1  to  April  30;  and  Alabama  and  Mississippi,  September  1  to 
December  31«    G-rapefruit  -  California,  October  1  to  September  30;  Florida  and 
Arizona,  September  1  to  July  31;  Texas,  September  1  to  April  50.     Lemons  -  Novem- 
ber 1  to  October  31,    Lines  -  April  1  to  December  31, 

Production  estimates  include  quantities  of  fruit  harvested  plus  estimates  of 
quantities  left  unharvested  because  of  low  prices  and  market  conditions.    Fruit  not 
harvested  because  of  dsuaage  from  heavy  v.dnds  and  winter  freezes  is  not  included 
in  production. 

In  each  of  the  seasons  since  1932-35,  a  portion  of  the  orange  and  grapefruit 
crops  in  one  or  more  of  these  States  has  been  diverted  from  narketing  channels,  or 
left  unharvested  because  of  market  conditions.     In  most  instances  this  diversion 
was  carried  out  in  compliance  v;ith  marketing  programs.     During  the  seasons  1933-34 
through  1957-38  this  type  of  diversion  occiu'red  only  in  California.     In  1938-39,  in 
addition  to  diversions  in  California,  a  portion  of  the  orange  and  grapefruit  crops 
in  Florida  and  Arizona,  and  a  portion  of  the  grapefruit  crop  in  Texas,  was  unhar- 
vested or  diverted  from  m.arketing  channels  on  account  of  market  conditions.  In 
each  of  these  seasons,  the  diverted  and  unharvested  quantities  have  been  deducted 
from  total  "production"  in  order  to  compute  "Production  Having  Value." 

Estimates  are  in  terms  of  equivalent  standard  packed  boxes,  the  net  content 
of  which  varies  between  States,     For  orai:iges,  the  approximate  average  not  weight 
per  box  usually  has  been  considered  to  be  70  pounds  in  California  and  Arizona,  and 
90  poimds  in  Florida  and  other  States,     The  net  weight  of  so-called  "halfstrap" 
boxes,  commonly  used  in  Alabama  and  Mississippi,  is  approximately  one-half  that  of 
standard  boxes.     For  grapefruit,  the  approximate  average  net  weight  per  box  usually 
has  been  considered  to  be  50  pounds  in-  California  and  Arizona,  and  80  pounds  in 
Florida  and  Texas.     California  lemons  are  packed  in  boxes  of  approximately  76  pounds, 
net  weight.    For  Florida  limes  the  average  net  weight  per  packed  box  is  approxi- 
mately 88  pounds. 

All  citrus  fr\iit,  of  course,  is  not  sold  in  packed  boxes;  but  estimates  of 
quaaitities  sold  in  other  types  of  containers,  and  in  bulk  (such  as  sales  to  pro- 
cessors) as  v/ell  as  estimates  of  quaiitities  used  in  farm  households,  unharvested  on 
account  of  market  conditions,  etc,  were  converted  to  an  equivalent  packed  box 
basis  in  preparing  production  estimates. 
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Production  estimates  in  States  other  than  California  are  "based  largely  on 
(l)  condition  reports  from  regular  crop  correspondents;  (2)  records  of  rail,  toat 
and  truck  shipments;  (3)  records  relating  to  canned  pack  and  quantities  handled  by 
canners;  and  (4)  estimates  of  quantities  sold  locally  and  used  on  farms  where 
produced.     In  California,  estimates  are  "based  chiefly  on  (l)  monthly  condition 
reports  from  regular  crop  correspondents;   (s)  records  of  the  California  Fruit 
Growers'  Exchange,  a  cooperative  marketing  association,  and  its  sulDsidi series,  the 
Exchange  Orange  Products  Company  ^jid  the  Exchajigc  Lemon  Products  Company;  (s) 
records  of  the  Mutual  Orange  Distri"butors ,  also  a  cooperative  marketing  associa- 
tion; (4)  records  of  the  California,- Arizona  Orajige-Grapef ruit  Agency  v;hich  was 
organized  in  1953  to  administer  the  marketing  programs  in  California  ajid  Arizona; 
and  (5)  estimates  of  quantities  used  on  farms  where  produced. 

Production  of  citrus  fruits  as  heretofore  emmerated  periodically  "by  the 
United  States  Census  of  Agricu].ture ,  caunot  he  used  in  preparing  estimates  of  pro- 
duction on  a  sea.sonal  basis,  inasmuch  as  those  census  enumerations  relate  to  quan- 
tities harvested  on  a  calendar-year  basis  and  include  fruit  produced  from  the 
blooms  of  two  separate  crop  seasons.    The  1940  census  asked  for  citrus  fruit  pro- 
duction on  a  crop  year  basis  and  therefore  may  prove  helpful  in  preparing  official 
estimates  on  that  basis  in  the  future.    With  fairly  complet.e  records  available 
each  year  on  crop  disposition,  hov/ever,  it  seems  likely  that  such  records  v/ill 
continue  to  form  the  chief  basis  for  annual  production  estimates,  vnth  the  quin- 
quennial census  data  furnishing  an  additional  check  on  this  procedure. 


DISPOSITION 

Farm  Disposition;    Estimates  of  quantities  for  farm  household  use  wore  com- 
puted from  estimates  of  the  number  of  farms  having  production  oiid  estimates  of 
average  consumption  per  farm.    Estimates  of  farms  having  production  were  based  on 
the  nmber  of  farms  with  trees  of  bearing  age  as  reported  by  the  Census  of  Agri- 
culture in  1910  and  1920,  and  on  number  of  farms  reported  as  having  trees  of  all 
ages  in  subseqtient  census  years. 

For  the  1909-10  and  1919-20  seasons  the  number  of  farms  reported  by  the 
census  as  having  trees  of  bearing  age  was  adopted.     In  interpreting  the  census  data, 
it  was  assumed. that  trees  reported  as  bearing  in  the  census  year  actually  produced 
the  crop  from  the  bloom  of  the  previous  year,  since  a  large  part  of  the  crop  from 
that  bloom  was  still  on  the  trees  at  the  time  the  census  was  taken.    Estimates  for 
the  intercensal  seasons  between  1909-10  and  1919-20  were  interpolated.     In  esti- 
mating the  number  of  farms  with  trees  of  bearing  age  for  seasons  subsequent  to 
1919-20,  it  was  assumed  that  by  1935  nearly  all  farms  reporting  trees  had  some 
trees  of  bearing  ago. 

In  comparing  the  1925  and  1930  census  data  with  those  for  1920  and  1935,  it 
was  apparent  in  nearly  all  instaxices  that  for  the  1924-25  season,  some  allov/ance 
in  the  census-reported  farms  was  necessary  for  farms  having  only  non-bearing  trees; 
and  for  the  1929-30  season,  it  v/as  equally  apparent  in  most  States  that  the  number 
of  farms  v/ith  trees  of  bearing  age  was  somewhat  above  the  census-reported  number 
of  farms  with  trees  of  all  ages,  due  to  incomplete  coverage.    Estimates  for  the 
seasons  1920-21  through  1938-39,  therefore,  wore  interpolated  largely  on  the  basis 
of  the  1920  and  1935  censuses,  giving  as  much  consideration  to  the  1925  and  1930 
en-umerations  as  seemed  reasonable. 

No  satisfactory  data  arc  available  rela,tive  to  consumption  of  citrus  fruits 
on  farms  where  produced.     In  adopting  estimates  of  consumption  per  farm  for  use  in 
preparing  the  estimates  of  quantities  used  in  farm  households  as  shown  in  this 
report,  the  following  factors  were  considered:     (l)  period  of  availability  as 
compared  with  the  period  of  availability  for  apples  in  the  important  commercial 
apple  States,  for  which  more  definite  data  relating  to  consumption  on  farms  are 
available  than  for  citrus  fruits,  (2)  the  extent  to  which  individual  growers- produce 


"both  oranges  bxicX  greipefrnit  on  the  sojue  larm  njid  the  cxccnt  to  which  consumption 
of  each  of  these  conmoditioc.  would  he  limited  "by  the  combined  consunption  of  all 
citrus  fruit  by  the  farm  foaaily,  (3)  size  of  cioop,  (4-)  a  general  consideration 
of  a  reasonable  allowarce  for  averngc  use  per  farm,  and  (5)  a  cpnsidcration  of  the 
extent  to  vmich  non-resident  ovmership  of  groves  exists  —  a  factor  which  mater- 
ially affects  average  farm  consumption. 

After  establishing  ostinatos  of  the  number  of  farms  having  production  and 
estimates  of  cousuiaption  pe3r  farm  for  eacn  season,  qu^ititics  for  farm  household 
use  were  obtained  by  multiplying  the  number  of  farms  by  consumption  per  farm.  The 
qu^itity  sold  was  computed  by  subtracting  "Fruit  for  Farm  Household  Use"  from 
"Production  Heaving  Value", 

Qurjititios  Processed  -  Florida;    The  period  for  which  estimates  of  a;aan- 
tities  of  citrus  fruits  processed  are  shown  in  this  report  varies  betvieon  States 
and  commodities.     In  general,  these  series  include  estimates  for  all  years  in 
which  fruit  v;as  processed  in  appreciable  quantities. 

Estimates  of  quantities  processed  in  Florida  for  oranges  for  the  period 
1931-32  through  1938-39,  and  for  grapefruit  for  the  period  1921-22  tlirough  1938-39, 
were  prepared  in  cooperation  v/ith  the  Surplus  Marketing  Administration.    After  . 
careful  consideration  of  all  available  data. and  information  on  this  subject,  in- 
cluding consideration  of  previous  investigations  by  the  University  of  Florida, 
reports  of  the  Bureau  of  Foreign  and  Domestic  Commerce,  U,  S.  Department  of  Com- 
merce, on  the  pack  of  canned  citrus  fruits  and  citrus  fruit  juices,  f-iid  records  of 
the  Florida  Citrus  Co.'nmission,    Processing  was  negligible  in  seasons  prior  to 
these  tvjo  respective  periods, 

Tcx£ls:    Estimates  of  quantities  of  Texas  citrus  fruits  processed  for  the 
seasons  1934-35  through  1938-39  o.ro  based  on  annual  surveys  of  processing  plants 
in  the  Lower  Rio  Grande  Valley  of  Texas,  by  the  Agricultuj^al  Marketing  Service,  for 
Gcach  of  those  seasons.    For  seasons  prior  to  1934-35,  estimates  viore  prepared  in 
cooperation  with  the  Surplus  Marketing  Administration  and  are  based  largely  on 
reports  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Q,uarai'.tine  relative  to  quantities 
processed  in  each  of  those  seasons. 

Arizona:  Estimates  of  quantities'  processed  in  Arizona  are  based  on  annual 
reports  of  the  Arizona  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Standardization  Service,  showing  quan- 
tities inspected  for  delivery  to  processing  pl,ants,  v/hich  inspection  is  reqioired 
by  law  in  that  St.ate, 

Calif.^rnia:     Seasonal  estimates  of  Ca3.ifornia  oranges  processed  for  the 
period  1920-21  throLigh  1932-33,  and  of  California  lemons  processed  for  the  seasons 
1914-15  through  1938-39  are  based  on  records  of  the  Exchange  Orange  Products  Com- 
pany and  the  Exchange  Lemon  Products  Company,  showing  quantities  handled  by  each 
of  these  organizations,  in  each  of  these  seasons,  respectively.     These  organizations 
accounted  for  the  greater  portion  of  California  oranges  and  lemons  processed  during 
each  of  these  respective  periods.     In  basing  State  totals  of  quantities  processed 
on  the  quantities  hj.mdlod  by  these  organizations,  allov/ances  were  made  for  process- 
ing by  concerns  outside  the  Exchange,  mainly  on  the  basis  of  opinions  of  well  in- 
formed persons  in  the  industry  relative  to  the  proportion  of  the  total  handled  by 
the  Exchange.    For  seasons  prior  to  these  periods,  processing  was  relatively  vji- 
important,  and  estimatos  are  based  mainly  on  opinions  and  estimates  of  well  informed 
persons  in  the  industry. 

Estimates  of  California  oranges  nnd  grapefruit  processed  in  1933-34  and  sub- 
sequent seasons  (processing  of  grapefruit  was  negligible  prior  to  1933-34)  are  based 
chiefly  on  records  of  the  California-Arizona  Orange-grapefruit  Agency. 

For  oranges  and  lemons  in  California,  estimates  for  some  seasons  Include 
appreciable  quantities  delivered  to  processing  plants  which  were  not  utilized,  but 
for  which  growers  received  paj'ment. 


VALUE 


Season  Average  Returns  Per  Box  to  C-rowers!     Citrus  grov/ers  customarily 
receive  payment  for  their  fruit  on  one  or  more  of  the  following  iDases,  performing 
harvesting  and  handling  operations  to  a  greater  or  less  degree  of  completeness, 
depending  upon  the  point  at  which  the  fru.it  is  actually  soldi     (l)  on  the  tree, 
(2)  at  the  grove-side,   (3)  upoii  delivery  of  ungraded  frait  at  the  packing  house 
or  processing  plant,  (4)  f.Ooh,  shipping  point,  and  (5)  at  terminal  auction  mar- 
kets.   Price  quotations  are  generally  availahle  at  one  or  more  of  these  points. 
The  average  returns  to  growers,  as  shown  in  this  report,  are  "based  on  prices  from 
all  of  these  various  methods  of  sale  converted  to  equivalent  rct^irnn  for  fruit  a.s 
delivered,  ungraded,  at  the  ps.cking  house  or  processing  plant,     Ther;c  returns  in- 
clude costs  of  picking,  and  hauling  to  the  packing  house  or  processing  plfuit,  which 
t-^fpQ  of  services  when  performed  in  connection  v/ith  the  marketing  of  most  other 
agri cult-oral  products,  are  visually  classed  as  "farm  operations",  v/ith  the  costs 
"borne  "by  the  farmer. 

For  most  agricultural  products,  the  local  market  price  used  in  evaluating 
sales  oiid  production  is  an  average  for  all  sales  at  the  local  market  ,aiid  in  the 
form  in  which  soldo     The  variation  in  citrus  fruit  prices  as  between  States  and 
betv/een  years  du.e  to  variation  in  the  proportions  sold  under  each  method  of  sale 
makes  it  desira,blo  to  convert  actuoJ.  prices  to  equivalent  per  unit  returns  at  one 
point  in  the  marketing  system.     The  equivalent  packing-house-door  returns  used  for 
this  piirposc  —  which  adds  to  the  on-trec  price,  costs  of  harvesting  and  haulingji, 
and  toJkes  from  the  f,o,b,  packed  box  price,  the  cost  of  grading,  packing  and 
packages  —  seem  to  serve  this  purpose  best. 

Season  average  returns  to  growers,  in  most  instances,  were  computed  from 
estimates  of  average  monthly  returns  per  box,  monthly  sales  of  fresh  fruit,  sea- 
sonal returns  per  box,  and  seasonal  sales  of  processing  fruit.    The  estimates  of 
average  monthly  returns  per  box  for  fresh  fruit  v;ere  based  on  reports  from  growers, 
handlers,  and  cooperative  marketing  associations,  and  on  average  prices  received 
at  leading  auction  markets,    For  the  seasons  1917-18  through  1938-39,  in  all 
States  except  California,  sales  of  fresh  fruit  wore  distributed  between  months  on 
the  basis  of  monthly  carlot  shipments  reported  to  the  Agricultural  Mjtrketing  Ser- 
vice,    Similar  ct:-:imates  for  California  for  these  seasons  were  based  on  records  of 
monthly  sales  of  fresh  fruit  by  the  California  Fruit  Growers'  ExchoJige,  and  Agri- 
c^jltural  Marketing  Service  records  of  carlot  shipments. 

Season  average  returns  for  fruit  for  processing  v/ere  prepared  largely  on 
the  basis  of  end-of-season  reports  from  growers,  processors,  ond  cooperative  mar- 
keting associations.    Adcqua.tc  data  relative  to  r.onthly  prices  and  monthly  sales 
of  fruit  for  processing  are  not  availabl3  for  n^st  ^f  the  seasons  included  in  this 
report. 

For  each  of  the  seasons  prior  to  1917-18,  fresh  sales  vrcre  distribiited 
between  months  on  the  basis  of  the  average  percent  of  the  season  total  marketed 
each  r^onth  during  the  5-year  period  1917-18  through  1921-22, 

Value  of  Production.  Value  of  Fruit  for  Farm  Household  Use,  and  Value  of 
Sales;     "Value  of  production,  which  servos  as  a  measure  of  the  importance  of  each 
of  these  ci-orus  crops  in  the  farm  economy,  was  computed  by  applying  the  season 
average  returns  per  box  to  growers  to  production  having  value. 

The  value  of  sales  for  each  season  represents  the  quantity  sold  multiplied 
by  the  season  average  returns  per  box,  ?jid  should  not  be  confused  v;ith  calendar- 
year  estimates  of  cash  income. 

The  valtie  of  fruit  consumed  in  farm  households  was  computed  by  r.ultiplying 
the  quantities  so  used  by  season-average  returns  per  box  to  growers  for  fruit  sold.
